THE OLD SOLDIERS WILL NOT COME 


Coshocton Will Not Get the Grand 


Army Encampment. 


PLAN HAS 
BEEN ABANDONED 


Because Local Interest Was Not Sufficiently 


Aroused to Give Proper Encour- 


agement. 


It is probable Coshocton will not 


have the opportunity of entertaining 
the Grand Army, Division of Ohio, 
one year from next May. Richard 
Lanning Post has abandoned th<i idea 
brought out at ,a meeting held last 
winter. 


The movement to have the encamp- 


ment held in the city originated with 
veterans who believed it would be a 
great advertisement for Coshoctori 
and would spread its name to all parts 
of the country. 
They knew they 


would ha've to do battle royal for the 
honor, and that requests without sub- 
stantial financial backing would count 
for almost as much as a feather in a 
gale. But they were willing to-un- 
dertake it, and a "cbmmitte was ap- 


pointed to investigate the advisibility 
of carrying out the plan. 


The committee investigated. 
The 


members 
know Coshocton 
would 


greet the proposition with enthusi- 
asm, but whether the money required 
to back their bid for the encampment 
could be raised was -another matter. 
They looked over the field carefully, 
and laid their plans before a number 
of residents closely identified with the 
progres of Cosbdcton. No attempt at

MAKING UP LOST TIME 


Hard Work Bein; Done in the 


Public Schools. 


ATTENDANCE HAS BEEN POOR 


o Some Rooms One-fourth of the Pupils 


Hive Been Out Because of 


the Mumps. 


Some surprise will be felt through- 


out the city when it is'known that 
,he pubjic schools will close next Fri- 
day afternoon without the usual spec- 
al exercises. At present it is the plan 
to work until time is called and then 
quietly dismiss the youngsters for a 
week. But there is a good reason for 
the innovation. 


When the mumps, grip and sundry 


other .diseases appeared in the city 
their influence was felt in the schools. 
Pupils began to drop out one by one 
at first, and then in such numbers as 
the mumps assumed the proportion of 
an epidemic as to seriously handicap 
the task of teaching the young, idea. 
Soon the attendance in one room was 
ut down one-fourth and there was no 
remedy. Wlien the children recover- 
ed they returned to their studies, but 
by that time others bad been attack- 
id and the attendance reports showed 
no increase. 


This has been going on for months 


and 
is still in progress. 
Spring 


weather, however, is having its influ- 
ence and the rooms at the various 
buildings show more animation.D Yet 
it is not all over by any means. The 
schools are srill handicapped by the 
absence of many pupils, and 
the 


mumps continue to claim victims. 
Those who have returned to school are 
endeavoring to make up for lost time, 
and some progress is being made. In 
order that not even half a day be,lost 
studies will'be continued until the 
last moment before vacation. It is 
hoped that when school opens again 
the epidemic will have run its course 
and the schools will be filled once 
more. It has been a mighty trying 
time for all interested, and Coshocton 
children have seldom spent a few 
months so filled with idleness and in- 
convenience.

their bonds. 
•Judge Thompson, of 
the United 


States circuit court for the Southern 
district of Ohio, recently ruled that a 
revenue, stamp cannot be required on 
an official bond of a notary public, and 
the decision has been affirmed by the 
United States court of appeals. 
The 


question of the necessity of stamping 
notaries' bonds has caused trouble 
sicce the enactment of the revenue 
law. Up to this time, in order to be 
on the safe side, the governor's office 
has insisted that such bonds must be 
stamped.
